What were the elements of 
this vast flood of votes? 

Resting where the whisper of 
wind in ripening rows of corn 
contained no sinister hint, the 
tall Tennessean, whose symbol 
is the coonskin cap, considered 
two major elements. 

Through their roaring 3-to-l 
majority given Sen. Estes Ke- 
fauver, the people of Tennessee 
last week were voicing two ma- 
jor resentments: 

1—They were angered by the 
not-too-subtle moves to destroy 
TVA. 

2—They were also expressing 
their reaction to the McCarthy 
hearings. Sen Kefauver’s oppo- 
nent told the Tennesseans their 
choice was between ‘‘American- 
ism,’ which he professed to rep- 
resent, and left-wing radical- 
ism. 


Analysis 

It seems fair to say, in analyz- 
ing the result, that it was TVA 
which most concerned the vot- 
ers. They felt they had a sort 
of national support in the matter 
of Americanism vs. McCarthy- 
ism. The State of Tennessee 
with its heritage of Andrew Jack- 
son, Cordell Hull and others, 
knows instinctively what is 
Americanism and what isn't. 

But, it is troubled and angry 
because those who profess to 
‘‘be for’? TVA, in fact seek to 
reduce it to a sort of impotent 
museum piece. 

Debates about TVA usually are 
merry-go-rounds ... going round 
and round, arriving at no desti- 
nation. 

This is true because opponents 
of TVA shrewdly, and with de- 
sign, present their argument as 
one of power production. TVA, 
they say, pays no federal taxes 
and a power dam would also 
produce lakes for boating. 

The facts are, the financial re- 
turn to the federal government 
because of TVA is far, far 
greater than the tax return would 
be if paid. 


Values 


This is not a logical argument, 


despite the shrewdly designed 
campaign to make it appear to be. 

TVA is not, and never has been, 
merely a series of dams and 
lakes. It is no more socialistic 
than is the post office, the public 
school system, or the soil conserva- 
tion program—to name but a few 
which are federally directed. Al- 
most without exception the hard- 
headed business people who live 
beside it regard it as the finest 
stimulant to free enterprise that 
has happened in this country. 

Engineers and agricultural ex- 
perts believe, for example, that 
if the Missouri River Valley had 
been developed along TVA lines 
the national wealth would have 
been increased to a greater ex- 
tent even than it has been by 
TVA. Certainly the nation would 
have escaped the many major 
disasters which every year or so 
cost the cities in the Missouri 
Valley millions of dollars in 
flood damage. 

TVA does not pay federal taxes. 
But it has created enormous 
wealth—which pays taxes — 
which wealth would not have 
come into being without TVA. 
Before the dams’ were built 
floods had ruined the soil and 
driven men from the land. 

The once in®poverished valley 
farms have, since the coming of 
TVA, increased corn yields 
from an average of 27 bushels 
per acre to 55; milk production 
from roughly 2,500,000 gallons to 
more than 5,200,000; the num- 
ber of beef cattle by 144 per 
eent, dairy cattle by 160 per 
cent. The story runs through 
all farm production. 

All this is new wealth. It pays 
taxes. It would not have been 
produced in the long valley had 
merely a power dam been built. 
There had to be an overall 
plan for the people and their 
welfare. 

The annual income taxes, for 
example, paid into the federal 
treasury, by the TVA _ valley 
people is more than $300,000,- 
000 greater than in 1933—six 
times the yearly investment of 
TVA. 

This is a part of the Kefauv- 
er victory—the resentment of 
a wise people against an unwise 
campaign to destroy TVA.

The French effort to stay in all of Indochina has been doomed 
from the start, ‘because France did not do enough to convince the 


people of Indochjna that they would really get their freedom. 


Now 


a sizable part of them have been bargained into Communist slavery 
~a kind of slavery that has bemused them through the vigorous 


nationalist communism of Ho Chi 

He made himself the leader of 
the independence movement—a po- 
sition of which the French could 
lave deprived him at any time. It 
was not an easy situation for 
them—of course. They were called 
upon to see that the economic and 
political advantages from giving 
Indochina its full independence far 
outweighed the advantages of hold- 
ng on. They could never bring 
themselves quite to this. point. 
Whether they will do so now, in 
what remains of Indochina out- 
side Communist hands, is uncer- 
tain.

Defense agreements will help— 
agreements in which Asian peoples 
are convinced they have some- 
thing for which to fight, and rea- 
sons for building up their own 
means of defense. The solution of 
the military problems of Southeast 
Asia is to be found in political and 
economic Measures, 

The neutralists of Asia must see 
that there are deep 
them in the ways of freedom. The 
which ' Western 
taken for them—the 
forms of colonial exploitation and 
expansion—must be ex- 
posed and denounced as false pic- 
tures of the real heart and mean- 
ing of the West. 

We must grant a kind of spirit- 
ual equality and sovereignty to the 
people of Asia if we expect to help 
them into a great new day of hu- 
man achievement. 

We could do all this, even if it 
is late to begin, for the people who 
understand Asia best have long 
told us we must, and what we 
should do is no secret. But it calls 
for a program, for an awareness, 
for a dedication. On these things, 
perhaps, the peace of all mankind 
may depend.

In Atlanta we are fortunate to 
have the Family Service Society 
which for fifty years has been 
helping people with their problems.

Family Service is an agency of 
the Community Chest which is sup- 
ported by the entire community. 
It has a staff of 18 counselors. 
Each has a minimum of two years 
of graduate training beyond col- 
lege. Many have had, in addition, 
years of practical experience in 
working with troubled people. 

Not every person who goes to 
Family Service is helped. If after 
a few interviews Family Service 
fecls they cannot ‘help they will 
say so honestly and try to put 
the person in touch with someone 
who can. On the ofher hand, the 
majority of those who come are 
helped.

“My son is doing wonderfully in 
his school work as well as his he- 
havior. My husband and I have 
learned to talk to each other and 
have a real close feeling between 
us. Things are good betwéen us 
and I believe they will get even 
better.’ 

Another said, “My talks with 
your counselor have been most 
important and have done for me 
what wise counseling in my child- 
hood would have done. My thinking 
now instead of being confused is 
based on a foundation that gives 
me confidence.”’ 

Another wrote: “Family Service 
gave me help that saw me through 
the darkest days of my life...a 
million thanks.”’ 

The wise counselor does not tell 
you what to do. The goal of counsel- 
ing is to strengthen an individual's 
capacity to handle his problem. In 
Atlanta the phone is VErnon 8857 
and the address is 893 Piedmont 
Avenue. In Decatur the number 
is DEarborn 4231 and the address 
is 232 Atlanta Avenue. For Negro 
families the number is WAlnut 7080 
and the address is 8594, Hunter 
Street.

An enlarged program in nursing 
at the University of Georgia in 
Athens will be initiated this fall to 
“help meet the increased need for 
nurses in Georgtia,’’ Miss E. Louise 
Grant, head of the department of 
nursing at the university, said 
Wednesday. 

She said a 4-year program lead- 
ing to the Bachelor of Science in 
Nursing degree will be offered, be- 
ginning with the fall quarter. 

The program was made possible, 
she explained, by special appropri- 
ations of $80,000 for 1954-55 and 
$176.000 for 1955-56 made by Gov. 


Talmadge and approved by the 
State Board of Regents. 

Miss Grant cited three reasons 
why Georgia is ‘‘greatly in need"’ 


of more nurses: 
1.Inereased construction of 


health faciittes under the Hill-Bur- 
ton Act and private agencies. 

2. Expansion of industry and ab- 
sorption of nurses in this field. 

3. Enlarged public health  pro-

The typical victim of osteo-

The athlete who injures a knee 
cartilage at 20 may pay the pen- 
altvy by developing arthritis in 
these parts at an earler age. 
The same can be said of a neck 
injurv: degeneration begins soon- 
er and, by 60, it hurts to turn 
the head 

Heredity also enters the pic- 
ture in that osteoarthritis after 
midlife ‘‘runs in families."’ While 
degenerative arthritis is inevita- 
ble, most of us can delay the 
manifestations by sparing our 
joints during early and middle 
life. This is best done by having 
associated defects corrected and 
by lessening unnecessary strain 
on back, hips, knees and ankles.

‘yang and Wuchang as strong winds 
‘piled up waves. 


A member of the Japanese Diet| 


‘who flew over the Yangtze Friday 
en route home from Peiping gave 
fer the first time an idea of the 
extent of the ravages of the Yang- 
tze and adjacent rivers. He said 
the rivers had created an inland 
sea the size of the northern island 
of Hokkaido—which is about as 
large as Indiana. 

Peiping, conceding severe flood 
damage for the first time. called 
for an “‘all-out effort to fulfill the 
1954 agricultural production plan.” 

While asserting that wheat pro- 
duction had increased three mil- 

‘lion tons over last year, Peiping 
said six per cent of the agricultur- 
al land was hit by high water 
along the Yangtze and the Huai, 
which empties into the Yangtze. 
This is in China's rice bowl. 

‘In these places,’’ Peiping said, 
“early rice crops. have, been lost, 
g°milate rice crops submerged 
and late rice crops’ prevented 
from being planted in good time. 
. Moreover, the high water level still 
‘ghows no decline. All these have 
created a serious menace to the 
yreticultural production this year.”’

If you combed through Thai- 
land's leftwing nationalists for a 
counterpart of Indochina’s Mos-, 
cow-trained Ho Chi Minh, you 
would come up with Pridi. 

Pridi was suspected of nothing 
more sinister than being a liberal- 
minded reformer.

Red Berlin Paper Claims $119,000 
Offered for Facts in Dr. John Case 


BERLIN, Aug. 8 (®#—A Communist East Berlin newspaper 
put in a claim today for the $119,000 reward offered by the 
West German government for information that will clear up 
the bizarre case of Dr. Otto John. 

The Berliner Zeitung not only professed to present the 
facts in the disappearance of John, former West German se- 
curity director now in East Germany, but said it would use 
the reward money to support the unemployed in Allied West 
Berlin 

The West German intcrior minister, Gerhard Schroeder, 
offered the reward Saturday. East Germany has reported 
Dr. John crossed voluntarily. It has presented purported 
broadcasts from him calling for German unity on Red terms. 

The Berliner Zeitung said it is in a position to ‘‘clear up 
the matter thoroughly.”’ 

“On July 20,’ it said, ‘‘Dr> John went by car, not by the 
elevated train, to the democratic East sector of Berlin. The 
reason: He was smeared in his post by reinflated Nazis. 
Finally, the minister of the interior made a broad hint that 
these Nazis, and not Herr John, were wanted in the Office 
for Protector of the Constitution (the security bureau) as
